The above is the first paragraph 


in a recent letter from the What- 
com County Dairymen's association, 
Bellingham, Wash. 


These progressive dairymen man- 


ufacture their surplus into butter, 
ice-cream, etc., and deliver the'ir 
products to the retail stores. The 
consumer pays 10 cents per quart 
for 3.8 milk. 


All enterprising dairymen are not 


in the far west. In Barrien county, 
Michigan, a Producers* association 
is delivering their dairy products to 
their-customers. A very recent re- 
port states: 


"We have been able to pay the 


producer $2.60 per cwt. for 3.5 -milk, 
and take all that he produces at that 
price." 


A surplus of from 25 to 40 per 


cent is made into butter and other 
products,, and milk is delivered to 
the consumer, who pays • lOc per 
quart for 3.5 milk.

Tobacco Notes 


According to Mr. Krekling, 
in 


from the Stoughton 
neighborhood 


yesterday, cut- worms are 
doing 


da-mage in planted fields. Farmers 
are now rushing the work of trans- 
planting, nevertheless. ; The 
evil 


effect of cut worms 'is that 
the 


growth may become .uneven, as the 
destroyed plants are usually replac- 
ed. 


Says the Janesville Gazette: 
"A preliminary survey of tobac- 


co plant beds- by the state depart- 
ment of agriculture shows that 
wildfire is again occurring on sev- 
eral farms in the northern section 
of Dane county. 


"The plants for the most part 


are yet too small to estimate what 
the final damage 
may be in the 


beds. 
In 
some instances 
only 


traces of the disease are 
visible, 


whereas in other cases the diseased 
areas are qtate generally'distribut- 
ed over the bed. Young plants are 
frequently killed by the 
disease, 


but the most characteristic symp- 
tom is a leaf spot with a yellow bor- 
der which finally develops into a 
"rust 
spot," 
different, 
however, 


from ordinary rust. 


"Wildfire did not develop to a 


serious extent in Wisconsin last 
year where plants from 
deseatsed 


beds were transplanted to. the field, 
as happened in. a few cases. This 
was owing to the 
unusually dry 
weather. 


Judging from this, some growers 


who are unfortunate enough to have 
the disease in the plant beds this, 
spring, say that they 
are "not 


afraid of wildfire." 


IGrowers are advised not to be 


misled b/ such statements and to 
use all possible precaution to pre- 
vent setting- out even slightly dis- 
eased plants. Growers who do set 
out 
plants 
from 
diseased 
beds 


should recognize that they are.tak- 
ing a big chance, on a disease cap- 
able of doing as imuch damage to 
their crop as last year's frost. .

Trade 'Commission, Senator Wheeler of Mon- 
tana, Senator 'Brookhart of Iowa, and Senator 
Norris of Nebraska, are reported to have re- 
ceived invitations to make the race with 
"Bob." 


While the Senator has declined to be inter- 


viewed on any'subject at this stage, it'is learn- 
ed that the reports linking his name with all 
the potential candidates mentioned are without 
foundation. 


The Cleveland convention last week furnished 


the basis for the report that the La Follette 
forces had settled, upon Brookhart or Norris. 
On the vice-presidential balloting at Cleveland, 
the Wisconsin Progressives' voted first for Sen- 
ator Morris,, and later for Senator Brookhart. 
This procedure followed the precedent set in 
1820 When \he La Follette delegates cast a 
complimentary ballot for the late Senator 
Gronna, who had made a record in the Senate 
satisfactory to the Wisconsin delegation.

is a certainty that the action of the 4 Badgers 
at Cleveland had no significance so far as the 
selection of a vice-presidential candidate on an 
independent ticket is concerned. 


The fact is not concealed that La Folletts's 


friends have been giving serious thought to the 
question-of a raining mate, in case the Senator 
enters the campaign. 


Many of his advisers believe it. will be es- 


sential to name a Democra't, if the independent 
movement is to muster its full 
possible 


strength. The biggest obstacle to advance ac- 
tion has been the uncertainty of the results of 
the Democratic convention.

Senator La Follette might make the race with- 
out a vice-presidential candidate on the ticket. 
There is a precedent for this procedure in the 
presidential election of 1840. 'In that : year, 
Martin Van Bnren was nominated for a second 
term by the Democratic convention, which ad- 
journed without breaking a deadlock which had 
prevented the nomination of a running-mate. 
Van Buren ran alone arid while he was narrow- 
ly defeated, he was not regarded as having lost 
strength because no vice-presltvential candidate 
shared the ticket with him. 


It has also been pointed out that the Demo- 


cratic convention may name a thorough-going 
Progressive 
for 
Vice-President and that La 


Follette imight be free to endorse such a can- 
didate. Senator Wheeler has been mentioned 
in this connection, but his chances at New York, 
are not regarded" as bright. La Fpllette's

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HE Federal aid highways system in Wis- 


consin now embraces 3,424 miles, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of public roads 


of the Department of Agriculture.

federal highway act of 1921, which provides 
that the state highway department shall desig- 
nate a system of roads not exceeding 7 per cent 
of the total rural mileage for improvement 
with federal aid and on which the -government 
is to pay up to 50 per cent of ^the total cost.
